Magniture of the War. | 

Another proof of the magnitude of the 
war, in addition to the estimate of £10,000,-

in this course, since the organized force 
of 130,000 militia was brought into use in 
the Soudan campaign in 1885, in the Crimea, 
and other crises.

Cruiser Detroit Threatens to Bo 


rd 

a Venezuelan Fort in Order to Save 

Lives of Non-Combatants. 

New York, Oct. 18.—From officers the 
steamer Philadelphia, arriving here today, it 
is learned that on Oct. 5 the United States 
cruiser Detroit, at Puerto Cabello, Vene-

Plot of Spanish Soldiers. 

Ten former Spanish soldiers, who were 
captured by the Filipinos and for a time 
acted as officers and members of a Filipino 
artillery regiment located in the vicinity of 
Santa Rosa, in the Laguna de Bay district, 
determined to surrender the artillery to the 
Americans. The plot was discovered by the 
Filipinos, who killed seven of the conspira- 
tors, the other three escaping to Manila. 

It appears that when the surrender was 
agreed on the Spaniards delegated one of 
their number to proceed to Manila and to 
propose to General Otis to surrender, after 
a prearranged mock battle,, about twelve 
pieces, including Krupp and Nordenfeldt 
rapid-fire guns well supplied with ammuni- 
tion from the Lipa powder factory, in ex- 
change for certain sums to be paid the 
Spaniards, who were to be pardoned for 
carrying arms against the Americans and 
to be transported to Spain. 


Delegate Held in Camp. 

The delegate left Sahta Rosa and, accom- 
panied by three Filipinos, entered the 
American lines at Calamba. The Filipinos 
did not proceed far, deciding to await his 
return at a given time. As the delegate 
was detained in Manila longer than they 
had expected, they grew suspicious and re- 
turned to Santa Rosa. The plot was then 
revealed and the remaining Spaniards were 
attacked.

MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

Crown Princess Stephanie's name has been 
associated with those of so many Austro- 
Hungariam nobles since she became a widow 
that I em inclined to accord a far greater 
importance than is usually the case to the 
official denials at Vienna of the report ac- 
cording to which the flighty, frivolous, and 
flirtatious daughter-in-law of Emperor 
Francis Joseph is about to wed young Count 
Lonyay, who is attached to the Austriart 
Embassy at Beme. 

Those who have circulated the story of her 
impending marriage are evidently unaware 
that the De Lonyays have for 200 years 
past beeqn Calvinists, to which faith the 
young diplomat likewise belongs This in 


itself. would constitute an insuperable ob- 


stacle even to a morganatic marriage, since 
matrimonial unions of any kind with Prot- 
estants are strictly forbidden by the stat- 
utes of the imperial house of Hapsburg. 
Under ordinary circumstances a woman of 
the reigning house of Austria might be per- 
mitted to contract a morganatic marriage, 
which would be, so to speak, winked at and 
ignored officially. But were the Crown Prin- 
cess to wed a Protestant in defiance of the 
wishes of the Emperor and of the statutes 
of the house of Hapsburg she would ipso 
facto lose all her prerogatives and emolu- 


‘ments as an Austrian Archduchess, and, as 


widow of the heir to the throne, would be 
deprived of the care of her only child, young 
Archd@uchess Elizabeth, who is about to 
make her début in society this year, and 
would be, in all probability, banished from 
the kingdom. 

Now, the Crown Princess cherishes so 
highly the prerogatives and the privileges 
of her rank as widow of the Crown Prince 


that she has repeatedly quarreled on the | 


subject of the precedence to which she is. 
entitled to such an extent as to necessitate 
the interference of the Emperor. Moreover, 
she is, like her elder sister, Princess Philip 
of Coburg, frightfully extravagant, and de- 
pendent entirely upon her Austrian civil 
list, her father, King Leopold of Belgium, 


having no intention whatsoever of helping 
her any more than he has assisted to extri- 


te her eldest sister, Louise, from those 
financial difficulties which have landed 
in a lunatic asylum. 

Marriage with young Lonyay, whose 
father was promoted from the rank of mere 
Baron to that of Count for his services as 
Premier of Hungary about thirty years ago, 
would, in fact, necessitate a sacrifice on the 
part of the Crown Princesa of all those ad- 
vantages which she prizes so highby, and she 
is far too gp ridly a woman and too heartless 
a coquette two dream for one moment of be- 
coming a royal declassée like her elder sis- 
ter, who gave up everything, including even 
her honor, for the sake of Captain Count 
Keglewitch. 

She enjoys the utmost liberty and free- 
dom, and practically no restriction is placed 
by the Austrian court upon her flirtations. 
Her easy-going father-in-law, in fact, did 
not even raise his voice in protest when, 
within a couple of years of becoming a 
widow, she was to be seen a in the 
most extravagant and gaudy of costumes 
seated at the public gambling tables of 
Monte Carlo, to the horror of Queen Vic- 
toria, who was at Nice at the time; and it 


is not so long ago that one of Crown Prin- 


cess Stephanie’s flirtations had its climax 
in a horsewhipping which she herself ad- 
ministered in the Prater at Vienna to a 
Count Chotek. The Emperor allows her to 
spend nine months in the year traveling 
about, being received everywhere with hon- 
ors due to the rank of an Austrian Arch- 
duchess. The only restriction, in fact, which 
he lays upon her is that her daughter, who 
is his ward, should not leave his dominions 
without his permission. Under the circum- 


stances she woukd be more than foolish to 


marry Count Lonyay, and I do not fancy 
that she has the slightest intention of doing 
so. Let me add that there is no truth what- 
soever in the story that she has recently seen 
the Count at Rome. She has not been any- 
where near the Eternal City.for many a 
long day. | | |

ASK REFORMS BEFO
